supplies,  could  be  shot  und  killed  on  tho  s^ot,  I  roceivcd  those  orders, 
as  I  was  in  charge  of  labours  in  tho  Dundas  point  area,  but  I  never 
carried  then  out,  I  beat  some  peoplo  whom  I  cau^t  stoaling,  or  about 
whom  I  heard  of  having  done  so,  by  the  local  villagers.  1  I  nover  bent 
anyone  to  death  or  caused  anyone  to  dio  as  a  resuit  of  beating. 

Towards  the  end  of  July  acting  on  information  given  by  the 
villaoers,  I  called  R'lGHAN  SINGH  to  qy  house  and  questioned  him  in 
connection  with  tho  theft  of  potatoes  from  the  fiolds.  He  confessed  to 
having  stolon  thoa*  and  i  then  took  him  outside,  und  beat  him  on  the 
buttocks  boforo  the  assonblod  villagers  as  an  example .  I  beat  him  about 
four  tines  with  a  stick.  No  one  else  beat  him  at  hat  tine.  BACHAN  SING! 
died  about  the  ond  of  flopt,  from  malaria,  p/ont  to  onquiro  what  had 
happonod  to  hid,  and  his  wife  and  father  told  me  that  it  was  from  malaria 
that  ho  died.  His  death  was  in  no  way  cuused  by  my  beating  of  him  at  tho 
end  of  July,  I  deny  all  knowledge  of  having  evor  beaten  AUCHARDIN, 

I  do  not  recollect  any  incident  concerning  EHAU.  I  beliovo  he 
died  of  malaria  about  jprch  of  this  year, 

I  do  rocollect  having  beaten  TARA  SINGH  two  or  throo  tines  with 
a  stick  in  July  1945  for  having  stolen  cocoanuts.  so  for  as  I  know,  ho 
is  still  living  at  Dundas  pt, 

I  have  never  beaten  EUR  ,‘THD.  He  diod  of  malaria  or  amoebic 
dysentery  in  sept,  1945 • 

During  July  and  August  of  1945  I  recollect  having  beaten  a  nunbei 
of  peoplo  a  littlo,  but  j  cannot  romombor  thoir  names,  it  was  generally 
on  uccount  of  their  idleness,  ^nd  somtinosbeaso  they  stolofruit  and 
vogtables  etc.
